Mr.  Monroe  was  upset  at  the  few  number  of  Yearbooks  which  he  sold  last  year,  only  200  to  a  school  population  of  450.  He  decided  that  the  main  reason  was  that  the  Yearbooks  arrived  too  late. 
This  year  he  hopes  to  sell  all  300  books  which  he  has  ordered.  If  he  doesn't  then  he  will  have  to  think  seriously  canceling  next  years  Yearbook.  There  is  not  much  point  in  bringing  in  a  product 
which  no  one  wants  to  buy-the  first  law  of  economics. 

The  fundraising  went  better  this  year  as  the  economic  recession  receded  and  businesses  became  more  supportive.  WE  sold  some  advertising  space  and  some  companies  gave  us  very  welcome  do¬ 
nations  of  between  $100  and  $1000.  This  helped  very  much  to  pay  off  our  debt  from  last  year.  We  also  received  donations  from  the  Clothing  Mart  Committee  and  the  Warwick  Academy  Associa¬ 
tion.  The  hot  dog  sales  were  successful  but  we  were  only  selling  about  60  hot  dogs  each  week.  This  was  not  really  enough  to  create  a  big  profit  for  us.  We  finally  figured  out  how  to  heat  the  hot 
dogs  without  wrinkling  them.  We  heated  the  water  first  before  adding  the  hot  dogs.  The  hot  dog  crew  was  Malieka  Davis,  Seth  Aruda,  Stephanie  Again,  Carol  Again,  Maria  Again,  Merveina  Si¬ 
mons  and  Felica  DeRosa.

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A  SCHOOL  DAY  IN  FRANC  E 

First,  I  would  like  to  say  that  the  schools  in  France  are  very  different  from  those  in  Bermuda.  My 
school’s  name  is  “Le  Lycee  Pape  Clement”.  It  is  situated  in  Pessac  close  to  Bordeaux  and  “Pape 
Clement”  is  the  name  of  a  very  good  wine. 

My  school  is  very  big:  there  are  about  1470  students  and  more  than  100  teachers. 

My  school's  day  are  very  busy:  I  wake  up  at  6  o'clock.  After  my  shower,  breakfast  etc  .1  take  the 
bus  school  at  6h55,  I'm  at  school  at  7h45.  The  lessons  begin  at  8  o'clock.  Each  lesson  lasts  1  hour.  We 
have  a  recess  of  10  minutes  at  10  o’clock.  At  12  o'clock,  we  can  go  home  for  lunch  or  stay  in  the 
school  and  eat  in  the  canten.  In  th^  afternoon,  the  lessons  begin  at  lh  or  lh30  or  2  o'clock.  We  can| 
finish  at  3h  or  4h  or  5h  but  generally  6  o’clock  (depending  on  our  time-table).  We  can  have  some  f reel 
hours  in  the  middle  of  the  day,  so  we  can  go  outside  the  school,  or  stay  in  the  library,  or  go  to  the 
school's  bar.  Here,  we  can  drink  something  or  play  babyfoot  or  other  games. 

The  school  bus  goes  home  only  at  5  or  6  o'clock.  So  when  I  finish  the  lessons  at  3  or  4  o'clock,  I 
must  wait  for  the  bus  1  or  2  hours.  In  the  Lycee,  the  students  are  between  15  and  18  years  old,  so  a  lot 
of  them  come  by  car  or  by  bike.  Last  year,  I  was  in  first  year,  I  was  learning:  Maths,  Physics,  Biology 
Chemistry,  History-Geography,  English,  French  and  T.S.A  (Technology  of  automatic  system). 

I  was  working  in  the  school's  cafeteria.  There  is  no  activity  after  school  because  it  finishes  too  late; 
There  is  also  no  assembly. 

I  think  that  in  Bermuda,  the  school  is  very  cool  and  the  days  go  very  quickly.  In  France,  the  teach 
ers  do  their  lessons  and  leave  the  classroom  (because  they  change  their  room  as  the  students)  so  wij 
can’t  speak  with  them.  Here,  you  can  speak  and  joke  with  them,  so  the  school’s  atmosphere  is  more 
relaxed  and  I  think  it's  better. 

The  only  thing  I  think  it's  better  in  France  is  the  fact  that  we  can  wear  what  we  want  at  school,  w<| 
have  no  uniform. 

Finally  I'd  like  to  say  to  the  Bermuda  students  that  when  you  think  your  school  is  very  strict,  re{ 
member  that  somewhere  else  is  worse  and  be  happy  with  what  you  have  now!  The  school  is  only  J 
building.  Only  your  work  for  realizing  your  future  plan  is  important.
